The department of public safety, department of
corrections, department of human services, and the
attorney general shall, in consultation with one
another, develop methods and procedures for complying
with the posting of any relevant information required
by this Act for persons required to_be posted on the
sex offender registry®"s web page prior to the
effective date of this Act. The department of public
safety shall continuously update the sex offender
registry"s web page until all relevant information
required by this Act is posted on the sex offender
registry"s web page for persons required to be posted

on the sex offender registry®s web page prior to the
effective date of this Act.>
